and the remarkable accident: 


The B. & O. roundhouse on North 


Fourth street, just south of the via- 
duct and a two-story frame dwelling 
immediately south occupied by Hen- 
ry Dawson and David Reilley, looked 
on Friday as if they had been in a fur- 
ious cyelon«i and had endeavored to 
resist the elements. 


B. & O. freight engines Nos. 965 and 


1,102, came toegther with a terrific 
crash at 9:06 Thursday evening, and 
as a result the round house and Mr. 
Burns' residence were almost demol- 
ished. 


The accident was peculiar in the 


extreme, and it was almost by a mir- 
acle that several lives were not lost. 


Engine No. 965 was standing in the 


open yards under the Fourth street 
bridge at 9:03 last evening waiting for 
orders when the accident occurred. 


The engine was in charge of Fire- 


man Edward Ross, who was engaged 
in cleaning out the fire box, and failed 
to observe a loose cattle car backing 
down on him. 


The car struck struck engine 965 


with a sudden shock, throwing the 
throttle wide open and before Ross 
could realize what had uappeneS the 


engine was going 
at a 60-mile gait 


south. 


Ross realizing his perilous position 


made a sudden, jump, but missed his 
footing and was thrown under the 
wheels. 


The engine went on its mad fury "di- 


rectly into the B, & O. round house 
and with a terrific crash struck engine 
1102, which was standing "dead" in. 
the roundhouse. 


The two engines were then forced 


south .directly through the south jn^rr 
tition of the roundhouse, carrying a 
coal shed with them, across an alley 
and with a sudden shock came up 
against the house occupied by Mr. 
Dawson.

The kitchen was crushed in and the 


, entire foundation carried away, en- 


I gine 1102 being imbedded in the cellar 
when the steam had given out in en- 
gine 965. 


All the furniture in Mr. Dawson's 


kitchen and also that in Mr. Reilly's 
kitchen was badly demolished, hut 
fortunately the rooms were unoccu= 
pied. ,at the time and no one was in- 
jured. 


Mr. Ross, the injured fireman, was 


found lying between the rails just 
north of the roundhouse. He was con- 
veyed to the Potestant hospital/where 
it was found necessary to amuptate 
both of his lower limbs1 below the 
knees.

It is thought he will survive the op- 


eration. Mr. Ross resides in Newark 
and is an an old railroad man.
